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Mr. Seward’s Spoech.
From the N, Y. Times,

The regret we expressed that Mr. Saward
bhad not spoken at an earlier stage of the politi-
oal canvass lsincreased now that he hasspoksn.
Hia nddress ia one that demands study and re-
flection in order to have its proper weight. It
disongses the political condition of the oonntry
in the tone aud temper of a philosophic states-
map—not at all that of a zealous partisan.
Mr. Seward does not exhiort his fellow-oitizens
to vote for either Grant or Beymour; bat he
leads them into a train of thonght, and sets
before them principles and sentiments, which
will lead them to jndge for themselves to
whioh of the two conteniing parties may most
wisely be futrusted the task of giving the
nation peace,

Mr. Seward says that from the moment the
war ologed the psramonot necessity of the
gountry las been the restoration of the Unlon,
by the renewed presenve of representatives
from the Hebel Sustes in Coogress aud (he
inauguration in those States of loyal represen-
tative governments to “‘determine who, what
party, and what faterest shall epjoy the power
aud discharge the duties of goverument,'
President Lincoln had a method of bringing
about this result, which, npon his death, Pre-
pident Jobnpsou songht to carry out. A sharp
gonflict aroge between the President and Con-
gress npon this subject, Mr. Seward says he
will mot enter into the merits of that contro-
veray, but he is now ‘‘inclined te think that it
was unreasonable Lo expeot the passions and
ambitions of thirty-thres [ree States and thirty
millions of free people, 80 recantly and terribly
ponvalsed by civil war, to subside in so short
f period a8 jonr yeara.'! Buat measures have
been adopted nnder which governments have
been organized in the Hebel States, and the

aople of thoge Btates are again represented
fn Congress,

Mr, Seward says that these governments, if
found to be faulty, can aud will be properly
amended by the people of those States. Ha
says he shall favor all such amendments, sub-
jeot only to the Constitution of the United
Btates. ‘I shall not,"” he says—

] shall nol, therefors, takes the sword into my
hand, nor put it into the hand of any otlier per-
gon, Lo effeol & veform by foree In (hose Sintes
which I am sare wili be effected muech sooner
and much moreé permanently through the ax-
ercise of persuasion and reason, As Lttie do 1
ghink It my duly Lo use the sword (o undo snd
Yoamove wint bus alrendy been done In those
Blates (applnuse), whelher It was necessarily
done, or unnecessarlly orjunwisely done, Asl
thought, the situstion wolch existed In 1863
Dught Lo be iccepled by A reasonavls, patriotle,
and hnmesne administration, so do 1 thluk now
the situation which exlsts In 1508, alter the
best efforts whion bave been made Lo securea
petter, onght to be accepted.”

In considertng to which of the two parties
the task of completing the work of reconstruc-
fion may be best committed, Mr, Seward says
he “cannot forget that the civil war has closed
with two great politioal achievements —the one
the saving of the integrity of the Union, the
other the abolition of buman slavery.”” Per-
ponally he has no fear of a reaction on either
of these points; but a very largs portion o the

ople do not ghare this confldence. They

ave apprebensions and fears lest attempts
ghould be made to overthrow these decisions
or deprive them of their fall significance. Mr.
Seward says, therefore, that

“The maglstrates who are to preside, Lthen, in
the work ol rzconelilntion hereafter.onght, like
those whe bave preceded In former slages of
that work, to be drawn from aod represenilog
thatl elass of eltizens who walotaloed the Goy-
ernment In the prosecution of the olvil war and
in the abolitlon of slavery. (Great applanse.)
In no other hands could the work of reconclila-
tion be expreted 10 be successful, because 4 dif.
ferent sort of magistrates wouald be profoandly
and generally suspected of awillingoess 1o be-
tray the transcendent public Interests which
were galned and secared by the war,”

This is sufficlently explicit, certainly, bat
Mr. Beward does not leave the matter thus.
He says that

“The Democratic party has not so0 condueted
Itself in 118 corporale and respousible action a4
Lo secure the entire coufldeucs of a loywl and
expauding peopls in lis nueonditlonal and un-
Compromising albereoce to the Unlon,or in
Its acceptance sod approval of the effeclive
abolition at slavery,”

While he sympathized with the efforts made
by & portion of the Democratic party to lift
that party up to & higher plane, and while he
regretted the failure of those efforts, the suc-
cess of which would have made the peopls of
the whole conntry substantially unanimous in
maintaining the results of the war, he says
their failore munst “keep them out of power
for four years more.” “To conflde the re-
:Eonnlbililies of government,”” he says, ‘‘to

at party in its present ocendition, would
be to continue, perhaps inorease, the lament-
nbl:‘rolilicnl exoitument whion alone has de-
layed the complete restoration of the Union to
the present time."

Mr. Seward then deems it important to the
welfare of the nation that UGeneral Grant
should be elected President. With him, &s
with thousands of others throughout the
country, this opinion is not prompted by party
zeal or interest—it is the conelusion of sound
{?dgment seeking the best means of promotiog

piop, pesce, and barwony thronghout the
country. The reasous he aseigus for it are of
the weightieat and most conelasive character.
They will be read with profound interest, as
explaining the necessities of a very oritical
period in our politisal history, long after the
contest by which they were evoked shall have
paiged away.

The National Debt,
From the N. ¥.

Long after the questions of recoustruction
and freedmen’s bureaus have baen congigned to
oblivion, the national debt, with itsresponsibili-
ties and burdens, will be the diffisulty of poli-
ticlans, President Jobuson's Jetier to General
Ewing on this subjsot contrasts the sxtrava-
gance of the last four years with the economdi-
oal administration of the seventy-two years
preceding the Rebellion in suoh & way as to
put it beyoud doubt that a changs must take
Plaoce if the conntry is to be saved from bank-
ruptoy, It seems almost inoredible that the
expenditure incurred within the short period
gines the Rebellion shonld represent a snm
almost equnal to that of the seventy-two
wears preceding it Buorely no denuncia-
fions oam  be more elognent than ths
paked figures that thus demonstrate the
msladministration of the radicals. The

urchasd money of Hussian Amerioa is mo

oubt a consideratle i'em in our recent expan-
ditare; but in the period drevieus to the Re-
bellion there are still heavier ixpanses of an
extraordinary character to be taken into oon-
gideration, Louisiana, Florida, and Califor.
pia were ny,ohased from Franoce, Bpain, and
Mexioo at a still heavier eéxpenss, and daorlog
that period a three years' war with Great Bri-
taip, auother with Mexico of shorter duration,
and pumberless [ndian wars, helpad to swell
the national expenditure. We oan find no get-
off in the period since the war comparable
with these. Extravagance aod ocorruption
Liave been & heavier drain upon the country
thap the purchase of Rossian America or the
scanty pensions doled out to ths widows and
grphiaug of our soldiers, If the radivals saved

the Unfon, they have materlally chaoked the
prorperity of the country. ‘'Your monsey or
your life’' was the nopleasant alternativa pat
1o the republic, whioh, between the Confeds-
rates and the radionls, sesma to have fallen
futo very bad company.

Mexion, Caunda, and Caba ara atill wanting
to swell thes greatness of oar resonroes aul
make all North Amerion ours; bat go long a4
such heavy bunrdens of taxation are {mposed
on the people, we cannot expect that they will
drop willingly intoour arms, In the midst of
peace onr expenditare is npon a war footing.

Eiher
bankruptey or defeat, nnless retranchm-nt ba
carried ont with the mokt ausparing saverily
and a dipinterested patriotism that lovks more
to the common good than to the interssts of

Our floaveial mismanagement has Indeed
brooght the country to a orisis roarcely luaa
dapgerons than when the first shot fired at
Fort Bnmter inangurated the civil war., Then
tbe vacillating polioy of the Damooratis
leaders compulled the people to support a
radical government, and wera the exclusion of
the Democrats from offios. the only result we
should eay, '"Served them right.'  Dat with
redical power cams radical plunder; and the
amonut of treasure thus robbed from the
prople has burdened nus with a national debt
which cannot be repndiated withont disgrace,
and which, if we hope ever to lHguidate, wa
wuett at onee get abont putting the Govern.

Comparing the two
total votes, it i3 ascertained that the total vote

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That these Sud persims who voted for Gaoy-
ernor and refraived from voiing for Congress-
men wers not Democrats is evident from the
fact that the Dewmocrrtio vote for the latter ex-
ceeded by 264 that for Governor. They wers
radicals, as is proved by the fact that in thirty
counties which gave a wmajority for Baker
( Hepublican), the radical saength fell off on
the vote for Representatives in Congress, the
total decrease ge’mg ViG votes.

Revolutionary Disfranchisement of the
Maturalized Citizen.
From the Washington Natlona, Intelligencer,

During the late election in Denusylvanla,
thousands of votes of naturalized citizens were
rejected by the Republican judges, although
their papers wers in the customary form, au-
thenticated by a court of competent jurisdic-
tion. The only reason for this rejection was
that these persons were about to vote the De-
mwocratio ticket. But the fact was that the in-
epectors of election undertook to go behind the
geal fof a competent court. By this ountrage,
aud by the colouization frauds, Pennsylvaunia
was carried for the Republicans by some 9,000
majority.

In New York even a grander fraud was
contemplated, the number of naturalizations
being, we believe, much larger. The radical
press came out boldly aud announced what
they meant to do. The inspeotors wera to
reject the applicants for registration who bore
paturalization papers, or to make snch delays
that they would not be able to get their
names on the lst of registration. The gross
injustice and illegality of this proceeding were
g0 apparent that Jodge Henry E, Davies, a
Republioan Judge of the Conrt of Appseals of
New York, has written a letter decluring that
a regular certillcate of ndturalization, under
the seal of the court, is8 ‘‘conclusive evidence
of the facts thersin stated, aud also vonolasive
avidence that all the preliminaries required by
law to establish a right to nataralization have
been complied with.”  In aupport of this pro-
position, Judge Davies oites various authoritiea,

The effeet of tLis opinion is to demonstrate
the ntter lawlsgsnoss of the contemplated pro-
ceadivgs of this faction, aud the revolutionary
character of what they bave dous in Pennsyl-
vauia,

Mr., Champlain, Attorney-General of the
State of New York, gives an opinion which is
in substance the same a4 that of Judge Davies,
aud even strovger, It is needlesd to quotes it

By the light of these authorities, and the
decigion of that emivent and pure jurist,
Jadge Bharswood, of Pennsylvauia, we dis-

As we go to press, the reports which reach
us from &ll goarters indicate that, althoagh
Mr. Dana's cumncea of elsotion in the Hssex
distriot are by uo means desperate, General
Buotler will very likely ba suovessful and the
I'ith Massachusntts  district uofortunate,
Wuat we ghall pay in the present article s
fouuded on the assnmption of that probability,
nud it the assnmption is incorrect, falls to the
gronnd., Adsumivg, therefore, thal General
Buatler suceveds in defeating Mr. Dana, what
efleot will the result bave, not upon ths mamn
bers of the DBatlerite sect of moraliste, but
upon the Republioan party—upon the party
which, for the past eight years, has held the
refug of governmeut—upon the party which
has defeated the South sud reconstrooted the
Union !

With the election of Grant and Colfax, tha
contlict abvat slavery, negro sulfrage, and re
construoction most cows to an snd. For this
election assures ug that there shall bs no re-
vuslavement, that in the Stawes stll disor-
ganized the torees of the United States shall
be used o the extent of the power of the
Executive in protectiog oitizens at the Soath,
whetlier black or white, io the exercisa of all
their rights, political as well as olvil, and that
the reconstruction acta shall be considered
valid by all departmenia of the Government,
More than this, as we have frequently pointed
out, cannot be done. Milltary government of
the South for the next tweutly years—which,
were it only possibls, wonld be by far the
best means of fostering the growth of paace
there, accompanied as it would be by instruc-
tion for the negro and poor white, aud aftord-
ing, as it would, protection to Northern ewmi-
grants—is unfortunately totally impossibls.
Unfortunately all parties are with rare una-
niwity agreed that the Southern States must,
for the future, be left to themselves.

A limit is already set to the Freedmen's
Duareau, both by act of Congress and by com-
mon consent; and the minor theoretioal toplua
of disagreswent betwesn the two parties—as,
for instanes, the oriminality of tresason and
the question whether the Southern States at
the end of the war were in or out of the Union
—cannot very well any longsr form substan-
tial ground for difference. In other words,
the chief points of dispute betwesn Republi-
cans and Democrats will be settled; the war
which Legan forty yeara ago with the publica-
tion of the Liberater will have besn ended in
the complete trinmph of the Liberator's causs
The Dewocrats wiil have been beaten, and the
victorious hogts of the Repnblicans will be
looking about them, uncsriain in what fislds
ta display their activity.

I'he Republicans will than flad thamsslvas
compoesd of several small parties, ditforent in
aims, different in origio, ditferent in destiay.
We do not propose to enumerats them all, but
gome of them arve thege: —In the {irst place, the
old sbolitionists, & party resting ita claims to
existence solely on the vigor of its consclancs;
in the second place, what may ba ocalled the
later gchool of abolitionists, who began life
by believing slavery to be not the most orying
evil in America, but who were peranaded
gooner or later into adwmitting that it was; io
the third place, the majority of the party,
w Lo joined it to put dowu the Rebellion with
the simple feeling of patriotism; in the fourth
place, the new negro voters, a body about
which alinost nothing i3 known, exvept that
it is a docils body; and, in tha Hith placs, iu-
dividual men of ability and distinguishsd nn-
serupulonsness, who left their old party atthe
lust moment to take sides with the stronger
forces, and who are willing to do the samse
thing again. The fifth clasg i3 represented
by, if not eomposed of, General Butler.

The aim of the first class is the reign of
“truth,’’ a vague and unsatisfactory aiw, ba-
cause each one of them has his own notions
of the proper delinition of the word. The aim
of the gecond elass is simply good government
and the application of the laws of reasoning
and the deduotions of experience to affairs of
stute. The third i8 quite as vagune in its
views as the first, and grite as much uondsr
the ipfluence of its leslings. The objsot of
the fourth is simply to be led to do wha’ will
make & tolerable lifs possible; while the
filth merely desires personal aggrandiza-
ment, Your of these classes wers nnited
by the war in the pursuit of a com-
mon enemy; the termination of the war and
reconstruction leave them without any well-
defined plan of action. Owge of them has just
been called into existence, Meanwhile, it is
negessary 10 observe that, though four of the
olasses are divided at hap-hazard into bond-
holders and non-bondbolders, the limits of no
one of them coincide with the limits of the
bondholding and wpon-bondbolding classes,
The negioes, lor example, are praotically
entirely non-bondholding. On the other haund,
the Democrats also flod their ocenpation gone,
for slavery is abolished and the South is re-
constructed, They are demoralized utterly,

Now, one of the two great parties being in
a thoroughly disorganized state, and the other
being undeoided as t2 its futars polioy, & qnes-
tion of vital importance arises a3 to the pay-
went of the debt, It i8 generally asgsuined
that this question is settled by the annonncs-

There never
was a time when it wag #0 carionsly sasy to
misunderatand the plainest Boglish words,
aud 1o misgonceive wholly the political objeots
of the statesmen, Iu the ordivary allaies of
life, people generally know wheu other peopls
mwean gold and when they mean pap-r—or
irom pyrites, ag Mr. Atkinson wonld siy—bat
io the present position of public allsira, the
ounly thiug one can find ont, at lsast from von-
veutiong, which are the constitutad orgaus of
parly expression, the organs of spewsch, the
very tongues of their constituents, i3 that
tLe love of ‘‘honesty,” and ‘‘good faith,
and “honor," sud “‘eqguity,’”’ and *“‘national
integrity,”” and hatred of *‘Laseness,’ “rapn-
dintion,'" and, let us say, of all other forms of
orime; has reachied a development that, in any
nation Bo young a3 this, must bs regardud as
highly gratifyiong, of course, but psrhaps too
precocions.  When a great party, by its an-
thorized agents, fluds {tsell able to say nothing
about the most important question whioh will
pgitate the country for the next generation
but this, that it hates ““vice,’’ we canaot bae-
lieve that there is auy real union, any settled
determivation as to the particalar form of
“‘vice'' which Is necessary to attack, Now,
has the Republican party irrevoeably made up
its wind that the 5-20 bouds are to be paid in
“gold and silver coin}!”” Has the Republican
party irrevocably made up its mind that the
bouds are not to be taxed! Twenty Rapubli
esns voted to adopt the report of the commit-
tes to which this subject was referred, and
this was after the making of the Chicago plat-
form and that mauoly denuociation of the
criminality of such procesdings, of which we
hear g0 much. We belivve that in the inco-
herent mass which will composa the Republi-
cin party after the election of Graut, a num-
ber of men, sufliciently large to exarcize im-
portant influence, will be found ready to pay
the delit in gresubacks, if only they can flod
a leader who onlls himself Republicau, If
tieneral Dutler goes back to Congress, thesa
men will reasow in this way: The convention
did not declara in favor of *‘‘gold and
#ilver coln,” except in afew cases; and in Mas-
sachnsetts, whers the strengest kind of re-
solutions were passed, they care so little in re-
ality about it, that the chief repudiater of
them ail, the man who gave repudiation all
its energy and living force, is sent baek hers,
alter & wost active canvasa—after a canvass
whivh bad it8 origin in the determioation of
the best men in the district that the five-
twenty gquestion should be made a plaio ons,
apd which was headed by one of the ablest
men in the country, It is evident that the
real power for the next two years is in Mr.
Buotler's hands to & most dapgerous extent,
The vext Congress will contain wmore Damo-
crats than the last, and they will vote solidly
for repudiation in any form, as they did to
tax the bouds in July,

We have disenssed the guestion only asg it
bears upon the 5.20s; bat there are a thousand
other ways of bringing abont what General
Butler has so long advocated and apparently
advocates now. Ior exampls, a sudden cry
may be raized that we are over-taxed, that the
corrupt vative and the selfish foreign bond-
bholder are forcing us to tax ourselves for
their benefit, and ruining the conntry. Under
thia plea we might ‘‘pass’’ the semi-annual
interest once or twice, Hailroads managed by
the smuller Butlers do such things with their
dividends; why not governments ! And surely
no one, however inclined he is to suppose
that the five-twenty guestion is really set-
tled, will say that all other schemes of re-
pudiation have been so thoronghly disonssed
8s to preclude the possibility of a swindle,
Let us repeat that the Republican party lLas
uo settled polioy for the years to come after
the election of Grant; that both parties are
in a looge, disorganized state; that at guch
woments unserupnlous men have a double
power; and that if General Butler goes back
to Copgress, the party which sends him
there will find iteelf split by the question of
the debt into two factions which may never
reunite. Harper's Weekly #aid the other day
that if the Republioan party threw moral
principle overboard, the party and the coun-
tey are doomed. We do not agree as to the
country, but we feel very sure abont the
party.
